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Simon announces stand-by rationing system 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Federal Energy Chief William 
E. Simon announced today 
establishment of a stand-by 
system for gasoline rationing 
but said he still believes its 
actual use can be avoided. 
Simon 
said 
he 
has 
ordered 
the 
Bureau 
of 
Engraving and Printing to 
begin printing a three-month 
supply 
of 
gasoline ration 
coupons, just in case they are 
needed, and has directed his 
staff to make contact with 
state governments concerning 
rationing preparations. 


He said the system would 
not be ready for operation 
until March 1 at the earliest 
and that trends in gasoline 
supply and demand over the 
next 
six 
weeks 
would 
determine whether rationing 
is really needed. 
Simon said if rationing of 
gasoline 
does 
come, 
the 
system would cost about $1.5 
billion per year, and his 
present plans are to charge 
each driver $1 for his monthly 
ration book. 
Simon said, however, it 
would 
really 
be 
up 
to 


Congress 
to 
decide 
on 
financing. He said his lawyers 
were 
examining 
existing 
legislation to see if rationing 
could actually be put into 
effect without a new law to 
authorize 
it. 
Preliminary 
indications were that new 
legislation would be needed, 
he added. 
Simon also said residual 
fuel oils will be diverted from 
parts of the country to New 
England, which is heavily 
dependent on imported oil. 
Simon also issued new 
estimates indicating that the 


overall oil shortage expected 
because 
of 
the Arab oil 
embargo may be much less 
than previously predicted. 
Instead 
of the 
earlier 
estimate of a shortfall of 3.27 
million barrels per day, or 16 
per cent of demand, Simon 
said it is now estimated that 
the shortfall may reach 2.7 
million barrels per day, or 
13.6 per cent. 
But he said the pressure 
remains on gasoline because 
of 
the 
need 
to 
switch 
refinery production to other 
fuels.

“The kid was a wise guy,” Harry told the judge. “ By 
applying the temporary sealer, he hustled me out of 750 bucks. 
He knew darn well that a car with a cracked block isn’t worth

Perhaps you have already 
read by now that the Food 
and Drug Administration has 
moved to require a prescrip­ 
tion for those tablets contain­ 
ing large doses of vitamins. 
This is because in these 
larger doses they are con­ 
sidered as medicines and not 
as simple dietary supple­ 
ments. 
Ascorbic acid, vitamin C, 
in large doses can cause diar­ 
rhea. None other than the 
vitamin C champion, Nobel 
laureate Dr. Linus Pauling, 
advises taking the huge doses 
he recommends after meals 
or in divided doses because of 
it’s “laxative effect.” This is 
not altogether innocuous, 
since there are a number of 
people who have irritated 
digestive tracts, and a ten­ 
dency to diarrhea to begin 
with. 
In addition, “The Medical 
Letter,” and other publica­ 
tions have pointed out the 
possibility of the formation of 
kidney stones when large 
doses of vitamin C are taken. 
Irritation of the urinary tract 
is also a possibility. 
This is just for vitamin C. It 
is true that the problem is 
more serious for the fat solu­ 
ble vitamins A and D. But, 
these observations about 
vitamin C, with the FDA’s ac­ 
tions, should be ample warn­ 
ing about overdoing it on 
your own.
